Upon reconsideration, the prior art, Kanno (US 5,255,425) does not teach nor suggest a 
guide in the plates and a corresponding guide in the jig, where the two guides are shaped to mate 
with each other and it would not be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to consider the 
edge fit (Office Action on 2/03/06, page 5, Fig. 2 A) of Kanno as of having* a special purpose of a 
guide but rather as fit-sized or stamped core.
